To the President and Members of the Senate: + 


GENTLEMEN: In compliance with the suggestion in my message a bill was 
introduced in the House making an appropriation of one thousand dollars for .: 
the purpose of purchasing necessary supplies to commence working the convicts 
in the state penitentiary on needed improvements thereto. The bill passed the 
House and went to the Senate on the 9th inst., since which time it seems no 
action has been taken to further its passage. The delay, if continued, will make 
it necessary for us to discontinue the work already begun, and has already 
necessitated the employment of outside labor to be used in hauling ice to the 
prison, as we have no team to use for that purpose, nor money with which to buy 
one. With the labor at our command all hauling can be done much more 
cheaply if we own a team than by hiring it through outside parties. 

I am well aware of the magnitude of the work before you, and would not

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEES—MINORITY REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RAILROADS 


AND TRANSPORTATION. 


Mr, President: As a minority of the committee on railroads I submit the 
following report upon Senate Bill No. 25. . 


I have considered the same and recommend that it do pass for the following 
reasons: 

I believe that the interests of the masses of this State demand legislative 
action in the restriction of railroad charges and ‘that the bulk of the people of 
the State are financially interested in having a limit placed upon railroad 
charges for the carrying of passengers; that the railroads constructed and to be 
constructed through Idaho depend upon their through traffic for their revenue 
in support of such railroads, and that the local traffic which is regulated by this 
bill is not of such importance that the passage of the bill will in any way 
interfere or retard the construction of railroads within this State: neither do I 
believe that the restriction provided for in this bill will effeet the accommoda- 
tions offered to the public by railroad companies, believing that such accommo- 
* dations are offered by railroad companies for their own benefit in that they 
invite a greater traffic than if such accommodations were not offered. Neither 
do I believe that the passage of this bill will interfere with the employees of 
railroad companies, and that the petitions that have been presented to this 
committee have been the result of efforts on the part of the railroad company, 
and are the result of the power they now hold over their employees, and that by 
such petitions the employees have spoken, not their individual sentiments upon 
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the matter, but have spoken the voice of the railroad company, by reason of the 
fact that that they are in its power and control. That states where such 
restrictions have been placed upon railroad companies have developed as rapidly, 
and railroads constructed as rapidly, as though ‘such restrictions were not 
imposed by legislative action. That it is high time for the people of this State 
to say by legislative expression that the railroad companies now operating within 
this State, and hereafter to be constructed, owe a duty to the people, and that 
the obligations are not all running from the people to the railroad companies, 
and that by failing ta enact a measure of this kind into law we publish to the 
world that the ‘railroad companies have the people in their power to an extent 
that their interests will not be protécted and that they have no voice in 
expressing their will in reference to such expressions, and for this and many 
other reasons I recommend that this bill do pass. STEWART.

A party excepting to the giving of. instructions or the refusal 
thereof shall not be required to file a formal bill of exceptions; but it shall be 
sufficient to write at the close of each instruction (“refused and excepted to”) or 
(“given and excepted to”) which shall be signed by the judge.

the provisions of said bills: 


In Section 2 of the House bill is a’ provision requiring the applicant to 
specify the house and place to be occupied. 
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In the opinion of the committee this provision is unnecessary in a sparsely 
settled state like Idaho, as there is no danger of any fraud or deception on the 
part of the applicant. 


In Section 3 of the House bill is a provision requiring the applicant for 
a license to obtain the signatures of twenty-five resident freeholders and house- 
holders of the voting precinct in which he desires to do business before his 
application shall be granted. 


In the opinion of the committee this clause will have the effect of prevent- 
ing many wayside inns from obtaining a license from the fact that mdny precincts 
throughott the state have not the prescribed number of householders and free- 
holders, also many towns, especially in the mining districts, will be found to 
have less than twenty-five householders and freeholders. 

In Section 4 of the House bill is a provision requiring all towns that cast - 
over two hundred votes for Governor to pay $500.00 license, and towns casting 
less than two hundred votes to pay $300.00. * 

Your committee is of the opinion that this provision is inconsistent with the 
very purposes for which a license ldw is enacted. If the purpose of a license is 
to regulate the sale of intoxicating liquors and afford protection to the home, no 
reason can be assigned why the same requirements should not prevail through- 
out the state. If it be to raise a revenue why impose upon one citizen a greater 
tax ihan on his neighbor for conducting the same business. . 

The same section (4) provides that licenses may be granted for six months or 
a fraction thereof. In Section 5 of the House bill the service of notice extends 
to saloonkeepers only, no provision being made for-service on the other persons 
who may sell liquors to habitual drunkards, : 


Section 5 of the House bill provides that when the wife, father, mother and 
sister have entered complaint to the probate judge or justice of the peace that - 
any person is an habitual drunkard, such judge or justice shall cause to be 
posted in three conspicuous places notices forbidding any person to sell or. give 
away to such drunkard any liquors, etc. 


In the opinion of your committee this provision should not be tolerated 
under any circumstances. It proposes to humiliate the wife and parents of the 
drunkard and subject his children to the jeers and ridicule of their playmates. 


In Section 7 of the House bill we find a provision that seems to be directly 
in conflict with the provisions of Section 4 of the House bill in this: Section 7 
apparently provides that the board of county commissioners may require of an 
applicant $1000.00 license, while Section 4 says the license shall be $500. 


The House bill makes no provision for disposing of the money arising from 
fines as does Senate bill in Section 12. 


Physicians and surgeons are not exempted by the provisions of the House 
bill. 


In all respects except those herein pointed out the two bills are substantially 
the same.

SECOND SESSION IDAHO LEGISLATURE. 


The annual meeting of the American Bi-metallic League will convene in. 
Washington, D. C., on the 22nd inst. Its meeting at this time may, be of the 
greatest importance, in as much as the president-elect is using all:his influence 
to repeal the present silver purchase law, thereby leaving the producers and 
debtor class of this country at the mercy of the gold kings of the old world. 


The entire West should be represented in that convention, and the views and 
sentiments of this section emphasized by a delegation, especially from every state 
west of the Mississippi. The voice of Idaho should be raised at that meeting’ in 
no uncertain matter, not only by our representatives in Congress, but by a 
delegation of citizens sent from this state to aid them.- 

For nearly a quarter of a century Congress seems to have been hypnotized 
by the magic wand of gold. Both Legislative and Executive departments have 
bowed down and kissed the golden rod of the despots of Europe and Wall street. 
Year after year the influence of legislation antagonistic to silver is being felt more 
keenly as the industries of our country and our people are approaching the con- 
ditions of the serfs, peons, and ryots of the gold standard countries of Europe. 
I therefore venture to suggest to your honorable bodies that you at once make 
provision for sending at least ten, well known, earnest and able advocates of the 
free coinage of silver to attend that convention, and, as the movement isin a 
common cause and interests all citizens alike, regardless of political affiliations, 
delegates should not be expected to pay their own expenses. 

Some provision should be made whereby the items of expense could be met 
from the public treasury. 

To obtain prompt action in this matter, I suggest that a joint committee of 
the two houses be at once appointed to draft a bill providing for the expenses of 
such number of delegates as you may think best to send, and the manner of their 
selection. . 

A small appropriation is all that will be necessary, as I am satisfied the loy- 
alty of our. citizens to the welfare of their state and nation will make if easy to 


d 
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obtain a sufficient number of delegates who will ask nothing but their actual ex- 
penses, amounting in all to not more than $200 for each delegate.

It is known as the Trans-Mississippi: Congress, and has heretofore met at 
Galveston, Kansas City, Denver, Omaha and ,New Orleans. 


The territory embraced in the representation of this congress is all that part 
of the United States west ofthe Mississippi river. 


The basis of representation authorizes the governor of each state and territory 
to appoint ten delegates: The county judge, board of supervisors, or county com- 
missioners, as the case may be, to appoint one delegate for each county. The 
mayor of all towns and cities, one delegate for each 5,000 inhabitants or fractional . 
part thereof. All commercial bodies in all towns and cities may appoint the same 
number as the mayor. This last includes chambers of commerce, real estate 
exchanges, and. all similar commercial bodies; all transportation companies, 
whether rail ór steamship, one delegate each. 


The object of the congress is to discuss all questions affecting the west that 
may be the subject of legislation at Washington, and to speak, through its reso- 
lutions, to the ‘National Congress. 


Hence irrigation, arid lands, silver, public lands, the policy of the secretary 
of the interior, Pacific and Gulf coast defenses and harbor improvements, and 


other important questions vitally affecting the interest of your state, come up in 
a body composed.entirely of western men. +

To the Senate and House of Representatives, Second Se sion, Idaho L:gislature: 


As information has reached me that the Senate has adopted a resolution 
providing for adjournment on Thursday, the 2nd of March, I desire to call your 
attention to a few matters which I deem to be of so vital importance to the State 
as as warrant sending a special message to your honorable bodies on these 
subjects. KESA 

In my inaugural message I recommended the passage of a general law 
providing for division of counties and the removal of county seats. The action 
of this legislature has been such as to endorse the wisdom of my recommendation. 
While I have refrained from taking any part in the councils of those who have 
sought the division of various counties, and while I do not now propose to offer 
any suggestions as to the wisdom of these measures, I believe you will all concur 
that these efforts have cost the legislature a great deal of valuable time which 
might have been devoted to formulating other legislation of general importance 
to the state. -If matters not what you may see fit to do concerning the bills now 
in your hands. The passage of such a law as I recommended would prevent 
such occurrences in the future. It is needless for me to say that the damage ta 
the state extends farther than the loss of time, and the loss of other legislation, 
because these county division contests always lead to the formation of combines, 

« 29-8 P 
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and often lead the friends of such measures to support other legislation which 
they would otherwise condemn. 

Another recommendation which I made and which has received the endorse- 
ment of the press all over the state related to our mining industry. Thereisa 
bill now, I think, in the Senate relating to this question which certainly should 
be acted upon before your adjournment. As the mining industry of the state is 
of such vital importance your constituents will not hold you guiltless if you 
adjourn without passing this or some similar bill. 

The fifteenth session of the territorial legislature passed a bill dividing the 
County of Alturas into three separate counties, and failed at that time, as has 
every legislature since, to apportion the indebtedness of Alturas which existed 
at the time of the division, until, at the present moment the County of 
Alturas is in a most unfortunate conditign financially. The bonds, together with 
the interest which she owes, are due, and the holders of them are entitled to 
their money. A case is already in the United States circuit court wherein the 
the creditors are attempting to recover. Something must be done or judgment 
will be rendered and attachments issue. This condition is such as to affect the 
eredit of the State. If you adjourn without making some provision to remedy 
this unfortunate circumstance, a contingency may arise wherein we will not be 
able to place the bonds of our State authorized this session at the rate of interest 
provided for in the bills. There is now somewhere in of one your houses a substi- 
tute for Senate Bill No. 49, which I believe was prepared by the Senate judiciary 
committee. I have not examined the bill, and am not prepared to say whether it 
provides the proper and just remedy or not. Your judgment and wisdom will 
guide you in this matter. 

In conclusion I appeal to you that as the hour of adjournment is drawing 
near, that you do not pass by unheeded these, my suggestions, so respectfully 
submitted.

GENTLEMEN: I am informed that your committee on appropriations has 
recommended a reduction in the appropriation for penitentiary improvements to 
$12,500. They were no doubt impelled to this action by a spirit of economy 
which has suddenly dawned upon their vision. Was this action liable to affect 


no other interest than that of the business interests of the state at this late: 


hour I might pass it by unheeded, as I have certainly heretofore tried to impress 
the members of this Legislature with ‘the necessity of the improvements for 
which the money is needed, butas it goes farther than the financial and economi- 
eal interests of the state and affects the comfort of those unfortunate men who 
are incarcerated in our penitentiary, in the interest of humanity I feel called 
upon to make one more appeal to you. i 

The meager sum of $12,500 will no more than provide proper sewerage with 
the necessary plumbing in connection therewith, and put in the hot water with 
which it was my intention hereafter to heat the prison.

During the month of January we consumed 43,934 pounds of coal, which 


cost the state in the neighborhood of $175. One hundred and fifty dollars of 
this would at least have been saved had we been provided with the means of 
using the hot water which we have already secured by sinking an artesian well, 

The expense to the state for fuel in heating the two buildings outside of that 
consumed in the kitchen, will average $100 per month, which is the entire interest 


which the state would be obliged to pay on a loan of $24,000 at 5 per cent. per: 


annum. So asa business proposition we can save in fuel alone the interest on 
the amount of money asked by the board for necessary improvements. 


Had your committee given me the opportunity to meet those ex-marshals 
and ex-guards who were summoned before them to give them the information 
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_ which could have been given so much better by any of the state officers, I would 
have. gladly refuted their recommendations and haye shown you the folly of 
seeking information concerning the affairs of the state from those who are no 
longer its public servants, : 

But outside of the economical consideration connected with’this measure 
stands forth appealing to us in stronger terms than that of dollars and cents, the 
humanitarian aspect of this question. Confined in that prison are ninety un- 
fortunate men paying the penalty for the mistakes they have made in the past. 


They-are obliged to breathe the fetid air emanating from a lot of cesspools; con- - 


fined at night in a cell almost devoid of ventilation; it is needless for me to 
expand on the condition of affairs in that prison. i 


Had your committee desired they could have obtained the information by a 


- visit there themselves, which would have cost them only ten cents for street car 
fare. Perhaps they have visited it, but I am inclined to believe not, otherwise 
their report would have been different. 

I congratulate the members of your honorable body for the refined taste 
exercised in furnishing their committee rooms with the luxuries of a lady's 
boudoir. I. have no complaint to make concerning the extravagance of your 
purchases in lamps, in carpets, in mirrors and the,different adjuncts required te 


make comfortable the modern legislator and his committee clerks, but I feel it — 


my duty to draw the comparison between the action of your committee in this 
respect, and their action regarding the needed appropriation for the improvement 
of our penitentiary. l l i 


You have been in session sixty days at an expense to the state of oyer forty 
thousand dollars, during which. time you have formulated and sent to me for my 
signature forty-two bills. A. mathematical calculation will show that for every 
bill you have enacted the taxpayers of this ‘state have been obliged to pay nearly 
$1,000, besides the appropriations the bills carry, A reference to your journal 
will show that almost every measure which carried with it an appropriation to be 


met by the taxpayers of this state has‘received your approval. 


Do not forget that, while you have been enacting these laws the eyes of your 
constituents are upon you. They will, with me, ask you to explain why you 
refused the appropriations necessary for the improvements of our state iñ- 
stitutions, i 


I am informed that your conimitteé has reported in favor of reducing the’ 


appropriations for clerk hire in the secretary of state’s office to a sum entirely 
inadequate to the proper transaction of the business affairs of the state which 
necessarily come through that office. ~- The office is entirely self-supporting, even 
though you make an appropriation three times as large as the one advised. 


‘The last session of the Legislature made the same mistake. The result is. 


that the records have not been written, nor could they be with the limited 
amount of help which was provided the secretary. While this reduction in that 
appropriation will make it unpleasant for that officer, yet the damage to him in 
consequence will be no more than every: other citizen will suffer. It is to be 
hoped that you will not endorse the action of your committee in this matter. 

I regret more than language can convey the necessity of sending such a 
message to your honorable body, but duty to the state, whose interests are placed 
in my «charge, compels me to deal thus plainly with the subject brought to my 
notice. | :
